(linger water, which iR simply 
water sweetened with molasses, with 
two tablespoonfuls of cider vinegar 
added to each cup of molasses and 
(he whole spiced with ginger, is a 
very palatable drink and one which 
may be used safely by farm laborers 
unless indulged in too freely when 
oyer heated. 

Cocoa tea is healthy and inexpen- 
sive. It is made from the shells or 
nibs, which cost three cents per 
pound. Wet two ounces with a little 
cold water, and pour over them a 
quart of boiling water, cook one ami 
a half hours ; strain and add a quart 
of milk heated to boiling. It should 
be slightly sweetened. 

Strawberry Sherbet. — ('rush one 
quart Of fresh, ripe strawberries to a 
smooth paste ; and the juice of one 
lemon and three pints of water and 
let it Stand three hours. Then strain 
through a cloth over three-quarters of 
a pound of granulated sugar ; squec/.- 
ihe cloth tightly. Strain agaia 
through a finer strainer and set it in 
a ■ oo| place until wanted. 

Buttermilk, — Fanners' families sel- 
dom appreciate what a delicious and 
healthful drink (hey have in home- 
made buttermilk, il was the fashion- 
able drink in New York last summer, 
and brokers, bankers and merchants 

indulged in it at three cents ■ 

from street stands or wagons, 
not an essential where a bevera 
be stood tO cool ii) a porous earthen 
jar in a .cold cellar or milk-room, such 
tO every farm house. 
Oatmeal water is the cheapest and 
one of the most healthful hot weather 
drinks. It is simply oatmeal stirred 
into .old water and allowed to settle 
before drinking. This is sold in 
I York at a penny a glass, giving 
the vender about ninety-nine per cent, 
of profit. It makes a pleasanter 
drink if a very thingruol is made, US- 
r tablespoonful of oatmeal to a 
quart of water. Boil for an hour, 
strain, and let it gel very cold. Still 
another improvement is to add the 
of one lemon and two table- 
spoonfuls of sugar to each quart. 
Ginger Beer, — A ginger beer eost- 
.uit fifteen cents a gallon is a 
good standby. There are many dif- 
ferent recipes for this, but the follow- 
on., of the simplest. Hour four 
quarts of boiling water over three- 
fourths of a pound of white sugar ; 
add the minced yellow peal of one 
lemon, and an ounce of ground ginger. 
Let this stand covered until luko 
then add the juice of the lemon and a 
gill of good yeast. Mix thoroughly, 
cover and stand in a warm place over 
Lay strain, bottle and 
cork, tying down the corks securely. 
Lay the bottles on their sides in a 
cool place. 

Kasph, ii \ \ inegar is a luxury that 
max be indulged in by families "living 
in the country who have an abundance 



evening gatherings. Put two table- 
spoonfuls in a glass of ice water, and 
embellish with any fruit in season. 

Lemonade is economical if the op- 
portunity of making a lemon syrup is 
si/.ed when lemons are cheap. ' Orate 
the thin yellow rind of twelve large 
lemons over six pounds of granulated 
sugar. Add two quarts of water and 
stir over the fire until the sugar is 
dissolved. Bring to a boil aiid boil 
until it thickens, skimming as fast as 
the SOUm rises. Add the juice of the 
twelve lemons and simmer fifteen 
minutes longer. Bottle and 
tightly, and keep in a cool place. 
Two tablespoonfuls of this syrup w ill 
make a delicious glass of lemonade. 
We must agree with tipplers that the 
lemonade of church fairs is usually 
not a " nice drink." But if you will 
rub the rind of a lemon with a lamp 
of cut sugar, extract the juice of half 
a lemon with a squeezer that will keep 
out the pulp and seeds, rill up the 
glass with cold water, add a straw- 
berry, two or three luscious black- 
berries or a stem of currents, and will 
further furnish it with two straws. 
you will have a drink pleasing to both 
eye and palate. Lemonade made as 
above, substituting tea, weak or 
strong, according to taste, for water, 
is both stimulating and refreshing. 

Egg lemonade is the very quint es- 
sence of all that is delicious in the 
way of a refreshing and nutritious 
summer drink, if rightly made — which 
it very seldom is. We have our recipe 
from a gentleman whose friends de- 
clare that if in his course at Yale, he 
acquired nothing else, ho should be 
satisfied with the proficiency it 
brought him in the manufacture of 

this beverage. The necessary utensils 
arc a lemonade glass and shaker, with 
a small wooden pestle, all of which 
will cost fifteen cents at a house- 
furnishing store. Extract the seeds 
from half of a largo lemon and put it 
into the glass with three lumps of 
sugar. Press and work with the little 
pestle until the juice is extracted and 
the skin soft. This draws out the 
zest from the rind and adds greatly 
to the flavor. Add two tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar, as much finely cracked 
ice. and a raw egg, and fill nearly full 
with cold water. Invert the tin 
shaker over it and shake well. It 
0*SUjnot be made at its best without 
ice, and it is necessary that it should 
be very finely cracked. Put two 
straws in the glass when you hand it 
to your friend, and don't begin the 
task if the crowd is a largo one unless 
you are strong of arm and steady of 
purpose. It cannot be made satis- 
factorily in large quantities.

So was decided at a meeting called a 
week ago by his Honor, the Mayor o( 
New York, Hugh ,1. Grant. 

The number of prominent business 
men and well-known citizens who at- 
tended the meeting personally, assures 
the success of the project. The hear- 
ty responses received from those un- 
able to be present, show it to be an 
event that has struck universal com- 
mendation on all sides. 

Applications for space have already 
been received. Voluntary offers for 
financial assistance have also begun to 
be made. Considering it will be two 
hence before the exposition opens, 
this early interest gives undoubted 
evidence the project will hi' one of 
Of Stupendous dimensions and world- 
wide interest. 

Where it will be held is as yet un- 
decided. Various places have been 
-led. The majority seem to 
favor our own city of New York or 
some city within easy access. The 
location and vast resources of the hit- 
ler, and the fact of being the centre 
of trav'el from nearly every point fa- 
vor it as the most likely place. 

The past few weeks we have been 
treated lo glowing accounts of an in- 
ternational convention held in Paris. 
The idea has suggested itself another 

of like nature would not only be pro- 
fitable but benelical to deaf-mutes all 
over the world.

The fact of the World's Pair, and the 
number of people it will draw- 
to t he Slate, is m itself sufficient to 
enthuse new life into the memorial 
project, and infuse a determination to 
a. statue that everybody will 
have reason to think worthy th( 
o( the deaf of the Empire State. 

Let the various committees on the 
memorial project got down to renew 
ed activity.

L. Paoh, the photographer, 
Ided an extension to his gallery, 

on North Third Street, Siiieo the 
locating of the gallery here all work 
turned out has boon sent to New 
York to bo finished at the gallery 

there, which was supplied with superi- 
or methods for turning out 
work. This system was attended 
with delay and considerable dissatis- 
faction in tilling orders, whioh inmost 
cases were urgent. "Negatives hail to 
be horded up until a sufficient num- 
ber could be sent at onee, the danger 
of breaking, oVo., adding to the incon- 
venience. 

After the purchase of the gallery 
by Alex. P. Paeh, the same method 
was adhered to, but altera year and 
a half's experience Mr. Paeh' decided 
to build an annex and finish all work 
at his Kaston gallery. He did so, 
and to-day, although this is what is 
termed the dull season, he is busily 
.d, without an hour to call hi's 
ow n. The annex is at wo-story struc- 
ture in the rear of the main gallery. 
The second story is devoted to prin- 
ting, retouching, varnishing, silvering 
paper, and has a large improved fum- 
ing box for fuming the paper used. 
Two large tables and counters afford 
all room necessary. The printing 
window having the sun all day, with 
a capacity of seventy-five frames, 
can turn out live hundred pictures 
daily. The window can be used in 
all kinds of weather, and the room 
can be supplied with the necessary 
yellow light to meet demands. Hero 
the vignetting process is also done. 

On the first floor the photographs 
are put through a complicated wash- 
ing process. Several tanks are ar- 
il for this purpose, one of them 
with a capacity of a thousand pic- 
tures. Upon this process depends 
the success of the work. Prom the 
bath they are mounted, "spotted," 
then brushed and polished with the 
latest improved machinery. In this 
room negatives are also stored, and 
the different stylos of mounting cards 
are kept in stock. Over two thou- 
sand negat ivos is the number made in 
the past year and a half. 

Mr. Paeh has not neglected the 
operating room, for it contains the 
latest improved instruments and a 
great assortment of scenic accessories. 

Beyond a doubt it is one of the 
most complete galleries outside of 

New York City, possessing every 
facility for first-class work. Among 
work being finished we notice several 
excellent groups of class 'Si), Hast on 
High School; the scenes and groups 
of the Calculus play, besides sittings 
taken at the Deaf-Mute ntion, 

in Washington, recently. 

When asked about the dull s 
Mr. Paoh stated there xvas no "dull 
>n" with him. His assistants 
are five in number, and all are kept 
busy finishing and forwarding work. 
lie is at present arranging, through 
Private Secretary Halford, to make 
groups of President Harrison and 
family; also, the President ami 
inet. His experience in college work 
has pr. eat triumph, and orders 

are constantly flowing in from all 
parts of the country from old students, 
and inquiries roooived from colleges 
relative to new work. 

The enlarging of bis gallery has 
brought three now skilled work.
